An estimated 7,000 students 
will enroll this week for the 
fali semester. This figure is an 
all-time high and a 13 per cent 
increase over the enrollment of 
last year. 

It is expected that the 1960 
total will exceed last year's en- 
rollment by at least 400 stu- 
dents. The gain in enrollment 
ig especially marked in the 
number of freshman enroolees. 

In 1959 there was a freshman 
enrollment of 586 and this year 
the number of freshmen ex- 
pected will exceed 800. Dr. 
Willys W. Folsom, admissions 
officer at Sacramento State Col- 
lege, estimated a freshmen en- 
rollment in 1961 of at least 
1,100 students. 

Big Grad Jump 

Folsom feels that the intro- 
duction of new graduate degree 
programs in four academic di- 
visions this year is partially 
responsible for a jump of 6) 
per cent in graduate enroli- 
ments. A total of 194 graduate 
students have been admitted to 
date, compared with 123 last 
fall.

Continuing the game of “give us back our marbles, we weren't 
playing for keeps”, the State epeenens potted a master stroke ned 


restricting Mr. K to Manhattan 
Island during his stay in this 
country. We have, therefore, ef- 
fectively eliminated any possi- 
ble propaganda move the Rus- 
sian leader might have made to 
the American people. Although 
me request for travel was re- 
ceived from Mr. K, the order 
was issued in such a manner as 
to indicate that this was our 
way of “getting back” at the 
person who would dare criti- 
cize “our policy and our Presi- 
dent.” 

Individuals in the news have 
responded in a like manner: 
Secretary of State Christian 
Herter asked for speaking time 
one day before Mr. K's speech. 
This will consict of statements 
such as “whetever the ae 
say you can't trust them” 

“po inspection plan is aie 
bie unless it is completely full- 
proof” and other slogans which 
have cluttered our thinking 
over the past 15 years. 

Senator Kennedy, accused of 
heresy for suggesting the U. S. 
might apologize to Russia for 
the U-2 affair, said he would 
meet the Russian leader if Nix- 
on went with him, ne doubt to 
present a common front to the 
common enemy. We thus re- 
move our relations with R: ssia 
from partisan consideration, and 
consequently any rational de- 
bate.

Indicating that the best way 
to succeed in political life is to 
say nothing, both Kennedy and 
Nixon have been touring the 
country ignoring the real issues

fairs. Strikingly, the only area 
in which candor has been adopt- 
ed by the Senator has been in 
answering the prejudice against 
his religion. 

Depending on which political 
analysis you. read, anywhere 
from six to 15 per cent of the 
American voting public is disin- 
terested in the coming presi- 
dential election. This is hardly 
a surprise, for what had prom- 
ised to be a no-holds-barred 
campaign in this critical period 
of our history, has developed 
into a dialogue of platitudes.
